Inter-org  Council  picks  new 
court,  adopts  constitution

In  a definite  step  toward  organiaztion  control  and  coop- 
eration, a judicial  court  was  set  up  and  a constitution  adopted 
by  the  student  Inter-Organizational  council  Tuesday. 

Five  Brigham  Young  University  students  will  represent 
the  various  campus  groups  on  the  supreme  court  whose  chief 
function  will  be  to  assess  penalties  on  erring  organizations. 

Colleen  Harmon,  Bill  Knecht,  Jay  Reed  Bird,  Roy  King  and 
George  Barensba  were  elected  judges.  These  committee  rep- 
resentatives can  be  removed  from  ’ 
office  only  by  recall  as  no  term  of 
office  is  prescribed  in  the  newly 
approved  constitution.  The  Winter 
Quarter  will  be  the  first  to  see  the 
court  in  operation. 

After  a two  hour  discussion  of 
the  proposed  constitution  it  was 
unanimously  accepted  by  the  Inter- 
Organiaztion  body.  The  penal  court 
idea  was  the  only  surprising  sect- 
ion of  the  charter.  Membership  qual- 
ifications and  rushing  rules  will 
generally  remain  the  same  as  set 
up  by  the  school  law. 

The  council  promises  to  eliminate 
conflict  in  meetings  and  parties  held 
by  campus  groups,  for  such  a pro- 
vision is  included  in  the  new  law. 

Each  type  of  organization  now  has 
specified  days  on  which  to  hold 
its  functions. 

The  constitution  gives  official  o- 
kay  to  social  units  to  hold  one  party 
each  year  outside  of  Utah  county. 

Out-of-county  social  affairs  have 
been  prohbited  since  1942  when  the 
practice  was  discontinued  because  of 
the  war. 

The  adopted  constitution  promises 
to  be  a statuatory  law  capable  of 
securing  enforcement  for  its  rules. 

It  gives  the  penal  court  the  right 
to  deprive  any  unit  of  any  or  all 
of  the  following:  Intra-mural  act- 
ivities, participation  in  school  ev- 
ents, new  membership  and  of  hold- 
ing any  social  functions.  Organ- 
izations may  also  be  fined  by  the 
court.

Honor  Code  in  effect  for  finals 


The  adoption  of  the  Honor  System  at  the  Brigham  Young  University 
has  been  the  basis  of  much  discussion  and  comment,  as  well  as  much 
criticsm,  among  the  members  of  the  student  body.  Assigned  the  respon- 
sibility of  establishing  and  promoting  this*  program  on  our  campus,  we 
have  tried  at  all  times  to  consider  impartially  and  to  evaluate  honestly 
any  criticism  or  opinion  which  appears  helpful,  constructive,  and  con- 
tributing in  nature.  Unfortunately,  the  sentiments,  reasoning,  and  logic 
exhibited  in  the  recent  “anti-Honor  System”  articles  appearing  in  the 
Safety  Valve”  column  are,  we  feel,  of  such  questionable  nature  that 
they  neither  merit  nor  deserve  further  comment. 


The  Honor  System  needs  no  defense.  It  speaks  for  itself.  It  reiterates 
the  age-old  philosophy  that  individual  rights  are  worthy  of  protection 
and  preservation.  At  the  same  time  violations  do  not  result  in  harsh,  un- 
just punishments.  Intelligent  investigation  of  the  PROCEDURE  clearlv 
reveals  this. 

T,ie  Honor  System  is,  and  has  been  from  the  beginning,  a STUDENT 
MOVEMENT.  It  has  been  voted  upon  and  passed— the  code  by  the 
student  body  en  masse,  the  procedure  by  the  legislative  council,  and 
, Ll.  , the  faculty— and  is  now  in  force.  The  Honor  Council  has  been 
established  by  the  legislative  council  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  and 
enforcing  the  principles  of  the  system  and  for  no  other  reason.  It  is  an 
affinmutratiT^,  rather  than  a legislative  group.  The  System  will  be  in 
effect  durmg  the  quarterfinal  exams  and  the  faculty  naturally  has  every 
right  to  expect  all  students  to  be  on  their  best  behavior  during  the  tests. 


We  can  only  hope  hat  all  students  will  seek  to  realize  the  true  spirit 
this  work  fosters.  The  Honor  System  is  for  the  student  welfare;  it  is 
merely  another  step  to  guarantee  the  privileges  that  both  student  and 
faculty  rightfully  deserve.  Honest,  considerate,  sincere  students  can  only 
prosper  by  it;  the  dishonest,  the  inconsiderate,  and  the  insincere  cannot 
deceive  it,  wdl  not  prosper  by  it,  and  are  entitled  to  no  privilege  under  it.
